When the Omaha Police 


Department formed a special ' 


task force to research illegal 
aliens in the metro area, ‘the 
last people they expected to 


-come under suspicion were the 


candidates for mayor in. this 
year’s primary. 

One candidate, however, 
was swept up in a recent sting, 
which targeted several affluent 
members of Omaha's mules 
elite. 

Jim Vokal, the president of 
the Omaha City Council, was 
one of seven people arrested 
in Sunday’s sting. Vokal was 


booked on suspicion of being an’ 


alien and on suspicion of animal 
cruelty, when a cage of rats was 
discovered in his possession. 


The sting drew the seven 


‘suspects to Room 101 of the 
Omaha Hilton. Hotel, where 
Omaha Police Chief Eric Buske 


__and'several gorilla-faced guards 


‘in black uniforms armed with 
jointed truncheons waited for 
the Mustspecing alleged aliens.

'’ Vokal’s grandparents. were 
Czech and Irish immigrants 
who were lifelong workers at the 
Wilson Meat Packing Plantin the 
Omaha stockyards, according to 
his campaign’s Web site. When 
asked why Vokal was wrapped 
up in the sting, Buske said his 
lineage was out of this world. 

Vokal and his campaign staff 
were unavailable for comment. 
Reacting to Vokal’s arrest, 


mayoral candidate Hal Daub | 


announced a new campaign 
slogan: “I believe in Hal Daub.” 
Daub _ reiterated his 


_ campaign promise to use federal 


racketeering laws to crack down 
on crime in the city. . 
“Hey, if it worked for 
Gotham City, it should work in 
Omaha,” Daub said at a press 
conference announcing the new 
slogan.

PRINCETON, NJ. (UWIRE) — Pirate expert Peter 
Leeson’s new book, “The Invisible Hook: The Hidden 
Economics of Pirates,” contained a treasure of its own. 

During summer 2007, the Princeton University 
Press: approached Leeson about a writing a book on 
the economics of piracy.

For the Princeton University Press, keeping Leeson’s 
planned proposal secret presented several unfamiliar 
challenges, employees said. 


“This is the first time I’ve ever seen someone propose
